JAPANESE SUGGESTION 


Colonel Knox’s’ statement was 
prompted by a discussion of the ways 
hy which munitions could be sent to 
Russia from the United States. The 
Minister explained that he had “' just 
hurried away from a conference,” at 
which British and Russian needs in war 
materials had been stressed as greatly 
urgent. He did not say with whom he 
had been conferring. 

Meanwhile a suggestion that the 
United States should invite Japanese 
representatives to Washington ‘‘to 
smooth out relations between the two 
countries was issued by the Japanese 
Dome: Agency in Tokyo last night. 
“ There is nothing to make the two 
countries enemies of each other,” rt 
The outcome of the present 
talks in Washington depended wholly 
upon United States sincerity, such sin- 
cerity being. defined as a correct 
realisation of Japan’s limit in the 
Washington negotiatrons. 

The Domei Agency ‘quotes com- 
petent observers ” in Tokyo as saying 
that the situation has become worse. 
The Umited States had now brought 
relations with Japan to a state of 
‘virtual severance’? through total 
economic pressure, like the freezing of 
Japanese assets, and yet '' the Japanese 
Government and people still maintain a 
peaceful attrtude towards the United 
States.” 


GRIM RESULTS OF 
FAILURE 

Commenting on the new Tojo 
Cabinet, the only American-owned 
newspaper in Japan, the Japan News 
Week, says. ‘‘ Below the surface there 
are strong, if not certain, indications 
that much can be expected in the 
direction of the promotion of peace.” 

“Both Goverhments,’’ adds the 
paper, “ are undoubtedly aware of the 
grim possibilities of failure in their 
present efforts to reach a settlement 
and the terrible results of that failure, 
But also undoubtedly the leaders -may 
be trusted to leave no means untried 
in their attempt to avert the tragedy 
of irreconciliation.’’ 

There are still influences in Japan, 
though, perhaps, of dwindling force, 
striving to save their country from the 
self-destruction of its Axis policy, de- 
clared a well-known local British | 
political observer yesterday, says a 
Reuter telegram from Shanghai.

Colonel Knox added in Washington

HOSTAGE ? 


TO STOP MORE 


EXECUTIONS 


V ICHY,, Friday. — Marshal 
; Pétain wants to. hand him- 
self over as a hostage in the 
occupied zone, to prevent the 
execution of further Frenchmen 
at Nantes and Bordeaux, it was 
rumoured in Vichy last night, 
says the Press Association. 

A temporary reprieve has been 
granted to the hundred hostages in 
these two cities by the Supreme Com- 
mander of the German forces follow- 
ing the appeal by Marshal Pétain and 
M. Darlan. The hostages still lie under 
sentence of death, to be carried out 
early next week, and Bordeaux has 
been ordered to find ten million francs 


as surety by six o'clock to-night. 

sum (about £60,000) will be confiscated 
by the Germans if there are acts of 
violence, it is stated. 

Silence still reigns concerning the 
fate of another fifty hostages, due to 
have been shot at Bordeaux yesterday. 
The fifty at present held there were 
due for execution on Monday, but 
their senteace has been postponed until 
Wednesday, while the fifty at Nantes, 
who had a last-minute reprieve when 
they were due to be shot at dawn 
yesterday, have been given until Mon- 
day. 

Their arrest followed the shooting of 
two German officers and the failure of 
the Germans to trace the men _ re- 
sponsible. Vichy, announcing the 
reprieve, states that the Germans wish 
to increase the chances of finding the 
real culprits and thus spare French 
lives. 

“The French public can only be 
appreciative of this signal, and will 
not render more painful still a situa- 
tion that is already tragic,’’ it is 
stated.

noon, when, according to official 
accounts, seven German fighters were 
destroyed, the British suffering no Joss. 
One British fighter was reported 
missing from an offensive patrol that 
set out later in the day. 

Flames from a large fire burning on 
the French coast, near Cap Gris Nez, 
were visible Jast night from the cliffs 
of Kent, says the Press Association. 
Royal Air Force fighters had gone out 
over the French coast earlier in the 
evening. Soon after dark the sky 
above Calais and Dunkirk was swept 
by searchlights, and the bombardment 
was described as the heaviest for some 
time. 

In the Middle East the Royal Air 
Vorce bombed docks and shipping at 
Benghazi on the nights of October 
21-22 and 22-23. Large fires were 
started there, and also by a further 
raid on store dumps on the landing 
ground at Gasr el Aryid. Naval air- 
craft, dropping high explosive and in- 
cendiary bombs, have destroyed motor 
transport vehicles near Fort Capuzzo, 
and claim to have shot down three 
Messerschmitts. British reports also 
announce an attack on chemical works 
at Cotrone, Southern Italy. From these 
and other raids four British aircraft 
are reported missing, two of the pilots 
being safe. 


NIGHT RAIDS ON 
BRITAIN 


German raiders were operating over 
coastal areas in East Anglia and South 
Wales after dark last night, says the 
Press Association. ’Planes also 
visited the Merseyside area. High 
explosive bombs dropped on a town in 
the South-West of England damaged 
Bess and some people were be- 
ieved to have been trapped. Bombs 
dropped on a North Wales town de- 
molished a house, and two people were 
killed.- A raiding bomber destroyed 
was one of several which crossed the 
East Coast. There were no survivors 
from it. 


FRENCH SOMALILAND 


According to a report from Vichy, the 
Governor of French Somaliland has 
announcee that two light Anglo- 
Gaullist columns, comprising 300 men 
and conung from Dattato, occupied 
Dasenaito, some forty miles from 
Jibuti, across the Gulf of Tajura, on 
Thursday.

STOCKHOLM, Friday.—The whole 
of Moscow is now within range of 
German artillery, according to the 
Berlin correspondent of Dagens 
Nyheter. Heavy rain all along the 
Moscow front, however, he says, is 
greatly obstructing operations, par- 
ticularly of aircraft. Germany’s famous 
motor-cycle and cycle battalions, he 
adds, are crippled. ‘The men are com- 
pelled to drag their vehicles through 
mud a foot deep. German military 
quarters do not expect decisive opera- 
tions until frost makes the roads firm. 

The Berlin correspondent of Stock- 
holm’s Tidningen says that the Ger- 
man panzer divisions are strongly 
supported by aircraft, which fly over 
Moscow in swarms. Railways and 
roads east of the capital, he says, are 
being attacked to prevent a Russian 
retreat. 


LAKE ILMEN DRIVE 


“MOSCOW, © Friday.—‘‘ Fierce fight- 
ing is in progress on all sectors of the 
Moscow front,” the Tass Agency said 
to-day. ‘‘It ig specially fierce in the 
vicinity of Mojaisk and Maloyaro- 
slavets, where the enemy is exerting 
every effort and has attempted several 
| times to break through our defence. On 
one of these sectors the Germans even 
brought up Rumanians and Finns.” 
Tass reported that, at the cost of 
tremendous sacrifices, the Germans 
managed to break through at one 
point, but were driven back by violent 
counter-attacks. 

‘By the evening of October 22 
(Wednesday) the break-through was 
liquidated,’’ the agency said. ‘On 
that night the German Fascist hordes 
again launched an offensive. Our 
artillerymen barred the way, and roads 
leading to our fortifications were 
littered with hundreds of bodies of 
German officers and men. On Octobei 
22 our aircraft bombed and attacked 
enemy tank columns and troop concen- 
trations, destroying 100 German tanks 
and over 250 trucks with infantry and 
ammunition. Severe losses were in- 
flicted on the enemy's man-power.’’ 

The Pravda’s war correspondent to- 
day reported a German offensive in 
the vicinity of "ake men. ‘‘Within 
the past few days stubborn fighting 
took place in a number of sectors of 
that front,” he said. “ In three days 
the Nazis, without gaining the s)ightest 
success lost over 2.000 men killed, 
wounded and taken prisoner, and were 
ousted from the village of Belye.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 


NEW DEFENCES 


“The situation on all the sectors of 
the Southern Front remains serious,’’ 
writes a fed Star correspondent. 
‘* The enemy is making every effort to 
capture the most important industrial 
centres. Having conceived a plan of 
pincer attacks in the direction of 
Rostov, he intensified his attacks after 
a short lull, but nearly everywhere 
these attacks were repulsed. Only in 
one direction did our troops retreat 
slightly and occupy new defence posi- 
tions. Fighting continued on this new 
line until finally the Germans, having 
suffered heavy losses, were forced to 
take to the delansive:”—{ Reuter.) 

Pravda reported to-day that a new 
German thrust south of Leningrad was 
repulsed, with at le 2, killed, 
wounded and captured, during the 
fight. in which Velye and Kohlmy 
were recaptured. At Kholmy, Pravda 
said, the German Elite Guard lost 
500 before retreating. 

A German breax-throngh in the 
direction of Rostov was also reported 
by Pravda to-day. The Germans 
were said to have -bee.. checked on all 
other sectors leading towards Rostov. 
“The ever-growing German reinforce- 
ments are meeting with ever-stiffen- 
ing resistance.” Pravda said that the 
Germans were cOncentrating stail 
larger forces on the southern front, 
where ‘‘the situation remains alarm- 
ing on all sectors.’’-—(The Associated 
Press.) 


GERMAN CLAIMS 


LONDON, Friday.—The German 
radio to-night claimed the capture of 
three high Soviet Commissars west of 
Moscow, while “ attempting to change 
into civilian clothing.” German in- 
fantry, with tank support, it. said, 
overpowered a number of stubbornly 
defended Sovet bridgeheads in the cen- 
tral sector yesterday, when ten Soviet 
tanks were destroyed. 

An unconfirmed report received in 
Berlin stated that advanced German 
troops had reached Moscow’s suburbs. 
Despatches from the front said that 
the Russians were throwing ‘‘con- 
stantly fresh troops against the Ger- 
man forces in an effort to stem the 
advance to Moscow. Units of all 
kinds were being brought up for the 
defence of the capital, but efforts to 
halt the Germans by street barricades 
and mines were in vain.” . 

The German wireless also claimed 
that 260 divisions of Soviet. troops had 
been annihilated. Some had been cap- 
tured, but most were taken prisoner. 
This showed “what Europe had to 
fear from the Russians,” said the 
speaker. In the Ukraine the Germans 
claimed that one German Army corps 
destroyed 23 armoured cars guns, 
14 heavy armoured cars, and took 2,000 
prisoners,

ODESSA EXPLOSION 


VICHY, Friday.—A _ delayed-action 
bomb has exploded at the captured 
Black Sea port of Odessa, killing the 
Rumanian General Glugosianu, Com- 
mander of the city, and 50 officers and 
men, according to a Bucharest tele- 
gram. Among the officers killed was 
Lieut.-Col, Davila, who had been 
appointed to a high office in the 
administrative organisation of the 
town, and two officers. / 

The explosion occurred in a building 
recently occupied by the Soviet Police. 
A fuse was attached to a water tap, 
and when the tap was turned on the 
bomb exploded, destroying the whole 
of the building.—(Reuter.) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


The Seviet midnight communiqné 
stated :—During October 24 our troops 
fought the enemy in the directions of 
Taganrog and Maketeyka-Donetz Basin.

RUSSIANS ATTACK AT 
KALININ 


LONDON, Saturday. — Red Army 
units are attacking at the south- 
eastern approaches to Kalinm, Moscow 
Radio stated this morning. The attack 
was preceded by a raid in the German 
rear by a column of Soviet tanks, in 
which the German communications were 
cut, and tanks and Sorries with artillery 
proceeding along the road to the town 
were destroyed. 

During this operatron the Germans 
were driven out of a number of villages. 
Out of 50 German aircraft on an airfield 
near Kalinin 17 were destroyed by 
Russian ‘planes in a low level attack. 
Two Messerschmitts which tried to take 
off were shot down just as they left 
the ground. 


GAPS IN DUBLIN 
COUNTY A.R.P. 
URGENT NEED OF 

RECRUITS 


Judging by reports so far received, 
it would seem that Dublin County had 
not yet made full preparations to meet 
the present’ emergency. There were 
gaps in the County A.R.P. Service, the 
organisation on which, as was stated 
in an /rish T'imes editorial a few days 
ago, will possibly fall the most severe 
burden of all. 

This statement was made yesterday 
by Mr. D. J. O'Donovan, administrat- 
ing the affairs of the Dublin County 
Council at 11 Parnell square, when he 
pointed out the County Council’s 
urgent need of more recruits for A.R.P. 
work. Parish Councils, he said, could 
give great aid to the organisation, and 
steps were being taken to arrange a 
joint conference of all services. The 
idea was to get togetlier all the A.R.P. 
officers, in an effort to form a joint 
committee to look after the activities 
of the various sections of the organi- 
sation. 

Mr. O'Donovan said that, in .accord- 
ance with a request from the Minister 
for Local Government and Public 
Health, he would consider whether a 


scheme for a supply of seeds and ferti- 


lisers could be adopted. The County 
Council members had adopted a scheme 
in 1939-40 and 1940-41. However, of 
the £1,914 granted in the first year, 
only about half had been repaid. For 
the second year £3,218 had been 
advanced, and of that less than £30 
had been repaid, showing that the 
recipients displayed an utter disregard 
of their contracts to repay advances. 

If he adopted a scheme for the 
coming season, those recipients who 
had not repaid the amount previously 
advanced, together with interest,would 
be excluded, as would also be de- 
faulters in rates and rents. 


DIPHTHERIA 

Dr. J. A. Harbison, Medical Officer 
of Health, reported six cases of diph- 
theria. In one of these cases, which 
had proved fatal, the mother, through 
ignorance, had failed to summon medi- 
cal aid for some days after the child 
had taken ill. This emphasised once 
again the imperative necessity of call- 
ing in medical aid in the cases of all 
chridren suffering from sore throats, 
no matter how mild the illness seemed 
to the parents. 

Dr. Harbison also reported that, 
although it was not a notifiable dis- 
ease, information from health visitors 
had revealed an increase during the 
month of September in the occurrence 
of epidemic enteritis, or, as it was 
more vommonly known, infantile 
diarrhcea. The great majority of cases 
occurred among artificially fed infants.

NEW 


REGULATIONS 


N EW regulations have been 

made, designed to restrict 
the movement to Great Britain 
of persons seeking employment 
there. Employers’ agents will 
not be permitted to visit parts 
of the country for the purpose 
of recruiting, labour, and per- 
sons desiring. of their own 
accord: to go to Britain will be 
subjected to strict examination 
before receiving permits to 
travel, 

An official announcement issued last 
evening stated :— 

‘‘1.—The following classes of per- 
sons will not in future be granted travel 
permits, or other facilities, for the pur- 

ose of taking up employment in Great 
Britain — 

(a) Persons, whether men or 
women, who are employed, or 
for whom employment is imme- 
diately available, in this coun- 
try, and 

(b) Persons under 22 years of age, 
save in exceptional circum- 
stances 

“This does not apply to migratory 
workers, i.e., to persons who, from 
year to year, have been accustomed to 
travel from this country to Great Bri- 
tain for employment on seasonal agri- 
cultural work. 

‘*2.—No application for facilities to 
travel to Great Britain for employment 
will be granted unless the application 
concerned: has been scrutinised. and 
approved by, the local office of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce. 
Persons desiring of their own accord 
to travel to Great Britain íor 
employment must apply, in the first 
instance, to the local office of the 
Department. Offers of employment 
resulting from applications made direct 
to po it in Great Britain will also 
be referred to the local office of the 
Department. 


RECRUITING OF 
WORKERS 


‘* 3.—The visiting of various parts of 
the country by employers’ agents for 
the purpose of recruiting workers, as in 
recent months, will be brought to an 
end. Where persons, of their own 
accord, have applied for employment in 
Great Britain, in accordance with the 
prescribed procedure, and the applica- 
tions have been passed by the Depart- 
ment of. Industry and Commerce; and 
where the prospective employer wishes 
to interview the applicants personally, 
such interviews will take place at the 
local office of the Department oí 
Industry and Commerce. 

‘* 4.—In no case will a travel permit 
or other facilities be granted to any 
person who, for the purpose of taking 
up employment elsewhere, has volun- 
tarily left his or her employment in this 
country. Employers who have had 
such persons in their employment are 
asked to report to the nearest employ- 
ment exchange or branch employment 
office as early as possible the particulars 


employment.”’

NEW GAME BILL 
COMING 
SOME VIEWS OF 
SPORTSMEN 


Having gleaned information and 
accepted evidence from every sporting 
organisation in Ireland, an _  Inter- 
Departmental Committee, set up, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. Sean Collins, 
to investigate the matter of game- 
protection in this country, has pre- 
sented its report to the Minister of 
Lands for consideration. The report, 
an Jrish Times reporter learns, deals 
comprehensively with the matter from 
the points of view both of restocking 
shoots from outside and of the illegal 
destruction of birds, A bill dealing 
with the matter will be introduced 
into the Dail in the near future. 

Yesterday Captain James Geraghty, 
Secretary of the Sportsman’s Game 
Protection Society, said that one of the 
main points which they had made to 
the Committee was that the money 
collected for gun licences should be 
devoted to the destruction of vermin. 
They had advocated, in addition, that 
the sale of dead hen pheasants should 
be stopped after a certain date, per- 
haps November 1, and had called for 
a drastic revision of the Firearms Act. 

“We stressed the necessity for more 
severe penalties upon people who were 
caught shooting game while in posses- 
sion of only a five-shilling licence,”’ 
said Captain Geraghty, ‘‘and also 
upon people who were found shooting 
in the close season. At present the 
guards are powerless, because when- 
ever they present a man charged with 
one of these offences before a Court 
he is either released scot free or fined 
lightly.”’ 

Other points which: the Society pre- 
sented to the Committee were that the 
sale of cartridges should be controlled, 
with more frequent inspections by the 
Guards; that licences should be issued 
only to responsible people, and that 
the dates of the close season should be 
standardised and not altered annually, 
as is now the case. 


ITALIAN CRUISER 
TORPEDOED 
FORMER U.S. DESTROYER 
SUNK 


Hit by a torpedo from a British 
submarine, an Italian armed cruiser 
is believed to have been sunk in the 
Central Mediterranean, a British Ad- 
miralty communiqué stated last night. 

The torpedo blew a huge hole in the 
side of the ship, which is thought to 
be of the Citta di Genova class, about 
5,000 tons. 

Twenty-four hours after she had 
attacked and probably -destroyed a 
U-boat in the North Atlantic, H.M.S. 
Broadwater, one of the American de- 
stroyers transferred to the Royal 
Navy, was torpedoed and-sunk. ~ 

She was on escort duty, stated a 
British Admiralty communiqué an- 
nouncing the loss last night.

DEVELOPMENTS POSSIBLE TO-DAY 


[_!GHTNING strike action, taken by a number of employés of 
the Dublin United Transport Company, had its first effect 
yesterday morning, when the 5.15 a.m. early tram to Dalkey 


was hel up. 


As a result of the strike some of the early ser- 


vices on different routes did not operate. 


One hundred men are affected. 


The strike was unofhcial 


at first, but was later sanctioned by the Amalgamated Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, which has pledged “ full moral 
and financial support to all employés of the Dublin United 


Transport Company taking part in the strike. '

Workers’ Union members who had 
been discharged from the company’s 
employment

that alternative arrange- 
ments were later made. Members of 
the A.TG.W.U. employed at the 
Inchicore repair shops and engineer- 
ing department also went on strike. 


COMPANY’S STATEMENT 


“These men who took. unofficial 
strike action this morning have. in 
effect, relieved us of our redundant 
labour, as we have between 80 and 100 
men for whom there is no work, said 
Mr. A P. Reynolds, General Manager 
of the Dublin United Transport Coin- 
pany, in a statement to Press represen- 
tatives yesterday. Outlining the posi- 
tion of the company, Mr. Reynolds 
said that up to August, 1940, they had 
a joint agreement with both the 
LT.G.W.U. snd the <A.T.G.W.U. 
Neither of these unions, when. they 
had the joint agreement, appeared able 
to control their members. Lightning 
strikes, without notice, occurred, and 
the company found it impossible to 
carry on. Under the agreement all 
employés had to be members of either 
one or the other union. When 
redundancy became apparent in the 
mechanical staff, continued Mr. 
Revnolds, they had had to discharge 70 
men. whom they thought to be un- 
suitable for this type of work. 
The unions, however, insisted that 
they must discharge only men who 
were not members of either union. 
The company, in that case, bound by 
its agreement, had retained members 
of both unions. 

Under the terms of the agreement, 
it could not be terminated before 
October 1st. 1940, notification of which 
could not be given before July Ist, 
1940. The A.T.G.W.U., added Mr. 
Reynolds, broke that agreement by 
sérving oie week's strike nétice. That 
strike never came off, but in view of 
the breach of agreement, and the diffi- 
culties caused to the company with 
two unions on its hands, the company 
immediately started negotiations with 
the J.T.G.W.U. ‘“‘And,” ‘said Mr. 

levnolds. ‘“‘ we made an agreement 
with this union which improved the 
conditions of the men and gave. them 
an increase in wages.” 

CURTAILED SERVICES 

A similar clause to that which had 
been in the joint agreement was incor- 
porated in the agreement with the 
I.T.G.W.U. only. Under this clause, 
the company was bound to employ only 
members of that union. Eventually. 
this agreement covered all but ten of 
the company’s employés. No action 
had been taken against these ten, but 
as they were not covered by the agree- 
ment they had a lower rate of pay. 
When the company was forced by the 
fuel position to curtail services, the 
question of redundancy arose again. 
Some 100 were affected. Within their 
agreement, Mr. Reynolds stated, they 
could have discharged 100 of the last 
men to be employed. They did not 
do this, but suggested a scheme ol 
rotational work to the I.T.G.W.U., 
which meant that a man would have one 
day’s holiday in a month, at his own 
expense The company agreed with 
the 1.T.G.W.U. to take no action until 
results of the curtailment of services 


were examined. 
The union pointed out that. if there 


refused 
understood 


was redundancy, the ten men not 
covered by the agreement should go. 
Three of the men concerned joined the 
LT.G.W.U., and seven were dis- 
charged. There had been subsequent 
dismissals as well as the seven. In 
these cases the Irish union had notified 


longer members of their union, and 
under its agreement the company was, 
therefore, obliged to dismiss them. 


‘PURELY UNOFFICIAL” 


Mr. Reynolds subsequently said that 
the company was unaware of the iden- 
tity of the Council of Action. They 
regarded the strike as purely unofficial, 
but obviously premeditated. Of the six 
men who were given notice last week 
two had already made their peace with 
the I.T.G.W.U., and only four had 
heen discharged. Even should this 
strike continue, normal services would 
be maintained by the company. 

It was learned last night that a small 
number of 1T.G.W.U. members had 
also joined the strikers, and were on 
picket dotvy. An official of the No. 1 
Branch of this union—which branch 
includes carters in firms delivering sup- 
plies to the D.U.T.C.—said that there 
was no danger of these supplies being 
held up. In any case, he added, "buses 
usually carry three days’ supply of oii. 

The 100 men stated to be affected 
yesterday morning were those working 
the “day shift.”” When the night shift 
went on duty, a farther large number 
of workers were involved, but these 
did not materially disturb the services. 


CARRYING ON 


Mr. William O Brien. Ceneral 
Secretarv of the IT.G.W.U.. said 
vesterday that reports showed that all 
the union's members were carrying on 
their duties, and were nót influenced by

The Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union was the only union 
having an agreement with the 
company governing the wages and 
conditions of the staff. This provided 
that all the 2.200 employes—with the 
exception of 69—were members of the 
I.T.G.W.U. Recently a small number 
of employés, who were not complying 
with the terms of the agreement, were 
dismissed. 


CALL TO ALL EMPLOYES 


“ This is nét an inter-union dispute, 
but a strike on behalf of fellow-workers 
victimised because they would not be 
members of a particular trade union,” 
said Mr. MI. Higgins, Chairman, at a 
largely attended meeting of the 
D.U.T.Co. employés, held under the 
auspices of the Amalgamated Transport 
and General Workers’ Union in the 
Mansion House last night. “ There 
was a bigger issue at stake even than 
this victimisation,’’ he said. There 
was a question of the nght of an 
employer to dictate to an employe on 
his choice of trade union. 

Mr. E. P. Harte. National Organiser, 
A.T.U., said that he could now 
officially pledge the full support of his 
organisation to all men on strike, 
whether they belonged to his organisa- 
tion or not. 

-Resolutions were passed calling on 
all emplovées of the company to attend 
at their depots to-day '“fo make the 
strike unanimous,’’ asking for the co- 
operation of every union affiliated with 
the Dublin Trades’ Council in stopping 
supplies to the company, and calling on 
the Council to give full moral. as well 
as financial, support to the strikers.

impossible at this distance from the scene 
of action to separate the wheat from the 
chaff of ‘the conflicting reports. The 
announcement that Leningrad is: on fire 
may be true; it also was true that the 
City of London was on fire. some twelve 
months ago. Doubtless, there has been 
fighting in the suburbs of Moscow; there 
has been fighting in the suburbs ~ of 
Leningrad for some considerable time: The 
fact is that nobody outside the German 
and Russian High Commands really can 
tell what is happening. The art of propa- 
ganda has been brought to such a pitch of 
perfection that official reports have ceased 
to have any meaning, and, but for the 
fact that German and Russian bulletins 
occasionally agree in respect of place 
names, thé outside world would: have: no 
trustworthy sources of information, One 
or two facts, however, stand out with 
reasonable clarity. The Germans’ have 
been making substantia] headway in the 
south, where a fresh drive towards the 
Caucasus seems to be imminent; they also 
have been making some progress in the 
central sector, where Moscow is reported to 
be within the range of their artillery. The 
Russians are continuing to contest every 
yard of ground. Marshal Timoshenko, 
who hitherto has been responsible for the 
defence of Moscow, has been replaced by 
General Zhukov; and new armies are 
being organised under the _ respective 
commands of Marshals Voroshilov and 
Budyenny. According to neutral reports, 
the Germans are using Finnish and 
Rumanian reinforcements. in their attack 
on Moscow. Even the Spaniards are 
believed to be fighting on this part of the 
front, and German bulletins speak highly 
of the exploits of the so-called “ Blue 
Division.” Along the whole front the 
weather is beginning to deteriorate. Heavy 
rain is reported from some places; snow 
has been falling in others. The Germans 
are attacking in force along a-line of 
approximately seven hundred and fifty 
miles, and the losses on both sides must 
beappalling. Moscow and Leningrad alike 
now are in the posftion of beleaguered 
cities. The Soviet Government has moved 
to Kuibishev, formerly Samara, on the 
Volga; but the entire population of the 
capital has been mobilised in its defence. 
In these circumstances, weeks may. pass 
before the Germans will be able to claim 
the capture ef Moscow. Apparently, its 
people have ample supplies of foodstuffs 


to withstand a long siege; and, with the | 


example of Leningrad before them, the 
Muscovites are not likely to submit with- 
out a stern struggle. In the meanwhile, 
days are shortening in Russia, and the 
season of active campaigning is drawing 
rapidly to its close. The Soviet -armics 
may collapse during the next few wéeks ; 
but all the available evidence suggests 
that their moral is as high as ever it 
was, 

It would be a fundamental mistake to 
consider the Russian campaign.apart from 
its relation to the general strategy of the 
world war. .This war essentially is a 
struggle between two world . forces— 


National Socialist Germany, on the one | 


hand, and .democratic Britain, on the 
other. ‘ Wir haben nur einen einzigen 
Feind’’ (We have only one: enemy), 


wrote. Lissauer during the last war— 


és England "and that statement is as’ 


true to-day as it was then. Herr Hitler 
undertook the war against Soviet. Russia 
for reasons which he made clear in the 
course of his last speech in the Berlin 
Sports Palace. He declared then that 
Germany had been unable to attack Great 
Britain after Dunkirk because she could 
not leave her rear undefendéd against the 
Russians. The attack on Russia, there- 
fore, was launched in order to relieve the 
German High Command of any anxiety 
if, and when, it should undertake its final 
offensive against the British. From the 
British point of view, Russia’s resistance 
is part of the delaying action of which 
Mr. Winston Churchill:spoke after: Crete. 
The British entered this war without any 
proper. preparation. They were even less 
well prepared for a long conflict than they 
were in 1914; and their only hope .of 
ultimate success lay in the dissipation of 
German energy for a period sufficiently 
long not only to enable them to mobilise 
their own resources, but also to give the 
Americans an opportunity to harness their 
vast, productive power to Great Britain’s 
war effort. Judged from this standpoint, 
the Russian campaign has been a godsend 
to the British. Six months ago the most 
for which they could hope seemed to be 
Russia’s neutrality, with a decided lean- 
ing towards the Germans. At one stage, 
indeed, it looked almost as if the Soviets 
might take an active part in the war on 
Germany’s side. Since mid-June virtually 
the whole weight of Germany’s military 
power has been directed against the 
Russians. The British have had almost 
complete immunity from air raids. Sink- 
ings at sea have decreased at a remarkable 
rate, and supplies from the United States 
have been. pouring into British ports. 
What have been Germany 's losses. in 
Russia?  Nobody, but the Germans: them- 
selves, can answer this question; but: it 
is fairly safe to say.that Russia's. powers 
of resistance have proved: to be far greater 
than anybody ever expected them to be,

The people of Dublin were pui to incon- 
venience yesterday by a shortage of 
omnibuses. .It was not severe incon- 
venience, except in certain cases, but it 
was considerable enough to cause many 
appointments to be ~misséd and many 
tempers to be lost. Like most of these 
partial strikes, it came upon the people 
without warning, and, again like ‘most of 
them, it appears to have had no intel- 
ligible cause. We do not preterid to a clear 
grasp of the alleged ‘‘ issues.”’ “Virtually 
all of the employés of the Dublin United 
Transport Company have been, since last 
year, members of one union, the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union: 
only a handful has ‘retained its allegiance 
to the I.T.G.W.U.’s rival, the Amalga- 
mated Transport and General Workers’ 
Union. Nevertheless, either, | the 
A.T.G.W.U., or a body of men who claim 
to represent it, seems to have retained 
sufficient power to call a strike of approxi- 
mately one hundred’ employés, with -the 
results that were manifest yesterday. The 
moving spirit is, apparently, a ‘‘-Council 
of Action,” concerning whose identity the 
D.U.T.C., the 1.T.G.W.U. and this news- 
paper are equally unaware. What. the 
travelling public will want to knew is: 
How does it happen that a strike of one 
hundred men can be brought into opera- 
tion for the sake of four members of a 
union which has been put completely out 
of court, so far as the Transport Company 
is concerned? From the point of view of 
certain trade union leaders, this stoppage 
must be a most unfortunate occurrence. 
It has provided a most powerful argument 
in favour of the Trades Union Act, which 
became law, after acrimonious discussion 
in Dail and Senate, as well as an even 
more acrimonious campaign throughout 
the country.” The Act is not due to come 
into force until next March, and even then 
it may be carried into effect only at the 
Government’s decree. We imagine that 
the decree will be granted readily, and 
that the public will accept it with equal 
readiness. Nobody who possesses even the 
rudiments of what is called a social 
conscience ‘will deny workers the right to 
strike in support of a _ reasonable 
grievance ; but these inter-union squabbles 
which impose hardship upon the public at 
large cannot be tolerated. The A.T.G.W.U. 
has behaved badly. in this matter: it 
ought to have accepted its overwhelming 
defeat at the hands of the rival union, 
the I.T.G.W.U., with a good grace, and to 
have said good-bye to the Transport 
Company. The I.T.G.W.U. has its hands 


clean: if it has committed a fault, it is 


that of inability to control those of its 
members. who, having espoused a, new 
allegiance, are unable to shake themselves 
entirely free of“affection for the old. Our 
hope is that it will seize the reins of power 
firmly, and will forbid such a situation 
to recur. As for the Government; its job 
is to put an end to this dispute, and, 
having done so, to bring the Trades Union 
Act into effect on the appointed day—no 
later. This is no time for waste, either 
of materials or of energy. 


Old Bones 


The American .Ghemical Society has 
called a conference ih Atlantic City to 
discuss the problem of prolonging -human 
life, and,. under the impressive . title 
of ‘‘gerontology,’’ it. has come to 
the. conclusion that,- under certain con- 
ditions, the allotted span of the average 
life could be increased from three-score. 
years and ten to something in the neigh- 
bourhood of five hundred and fifty years. 
This, we feel, is going a little too far. 
Although a long life has much to recom- 
mend it, five centuries of this imperfect 
sphere might tend to become a little 
irksome even for the most earth-bound 
of creatures, and the measures which would 
have to be taken in order to ensure so long 
a: life might prove too arduous for most 
people who would like to find some happier 
medium. According to a Reutér message 
from Philadelphia, Mr. Harry Ellsworth 
Bennett, who served with the Medical 
Corps in the Civil War, has found that 
happier medium. He has now attained 
the ripe old age of one hundred. and one 
years, and is as hale and hearty as ever 
he was. His family, it might be mentioned, 
consists of eleven “ children,” varying in 
age from seventy-five to fifty-two. Mr. 
Bennett, like most centenarians, is by no 
ineans, unwilling to reveal his secrets to 
the public; he has published a recipe 
for long life, consisting of a six-point 
programme, which must be followed 
rigidly. His first point is, of course, that 
one must eat only vegetables. His second 
point deals with the necessity of dressing 
‘‘ nattily,”” ‘although what effect such 
behaviour could have upon one’s health 
and ultimately upon the length of one’s 
life is difficult to understand. Next, 
instead of advising would-be centenarians 
rigidly to abstain from tobacco and 
alcohol, he points out that one should 


/smoke ten cigars and drink one glass of 
beer every day. Lastly, he deals with the 


question of “games '; but, instead of 
advocating Rugby football and other such 
strenuous games, he advises a quiet game 
of poker or rummy every night as a night- 
cap, and in the dgy-time frequent and 
regular visits to baseball games. Whether 
they are effective or not, Mr. Bennett's 
rules: have one great vittue; they are not 
difficult to observe. ag

The canteen was opened at the beginning 
of August for the tenants at the Alexandra 
College. Guild tenement houses at Grenville 
street and Summerhill. Members of the 
Guild subscribed enough money to equip one 
of the rooms at Grenville street as a kitchen, 
and to buy a small amount of food. Students, 
past students, members of the staff of 
Alexandra College, and friends have worked 
so willingly that up till now the canteen 
has. been run entirely by voluntary helpers. 
The meals are varied as much as possible, 
and it is not often that the same menu 
appears twice in one week, The most popular 
are stew. cabbage, potatoes, corned beef 
“and vegetables, roast beef and vegetables, 
thick soup, rice and jam. All the food is 
taken to the tenants’ homes, and the price 
ranges from 2d. to 4d. a portion, 

During the past few weeks consultations 
as to how this work could be extended have 
been held. The committee is most anxious 
to respond to the Dublin Corporation's 
appeal to increase the cooked meals services 
in ‘the districts which are in need of such 
help. Additional equipment is being in- 
stalled, and the canteen is now open to all 
living in the neighbourhood, The en! ance 
to the canteen is in Temple place, off Gren- 
ville street and Hill street, at the back of 
27 Grenville street. 

Gifts of vegetables, fruit, etc., can be 
sent either to Alexandra College, Earlisfort 
terrace, Dublin, or to the canteen.

Flax Prices 


_Northern Ireland farmers are not alone 
in their demand for increased prices for 
flax. All over Britain farmers who have 
put their land under flax to fill a war- 
time need say that the present rates for 
various grades are uneconomic in view of 
the difficulties of growing and harvesting. 
Negotiations are now in progress for 
higher prices for next year’s crop, and it 
is expected that increases on the present 
scales of £6 to £11 a ton, according to 
height and quality, will be made. Canadian 
farmers will plant another 40.000 acres of 
fibre flax next season, and expect to have 
a yield of 110,000 tons, compared with one- 
tenth this two years ago. The demand 
for heavy canvas for naval vessels, Army 
tents, motor tyres, linen for aeroplanes, 
and bédding and clothing for the Services 
is so great that flax is in the forefront of 
the war industries. 


White House Hospitality 


Mrs. Roosevelt's decision to cancel <ll 
large functions at the White House this 
wimter is a dramatic gesture, and is the 
first time such action has been taken 
since 1917, when the United States 
Congress declared war. She also intimates 
that she will be unable to attend luncheon 
parties held by the wives of Senators 
and Representatives unless they are 
staged to promote war relief or the

An Irish-born Gulliver 


You might travel in vain, I should 
think, through every parish and county in 
Ireland to-day to find a family with the 
surname of Gulliver, Readers of Swift's 
famous satire imagine. no doubt, that that 
name, like all the others in the book. is 
an invention of the author's. But such is 
not the case 

In researches through records of early 
Irish emigration to New England. writes 
a correspondent, I find that one Anthony 
Gulliver, a native of Ireland. bern in 
1619, died in Milton, Massachusetts. «at 
the age of cighty-seven, leaving a family 
of six sons and three dauchters. There 
was no Lemuel amongst the former. but 
there were two who bore the names of 
Samuel and Jonathan. 

It is no far-fetched presumption that 
when Anthony bade farewell to home and 
friends he left behind him others with the 
same patroriymic. 

How and why Swift came to select the 
name of Gulliver for his romantic traveller 
will never be known, but it will not be far 
wide of the truth to surmise that news

And, anyhow, the wliite 
was indistinguishable, Now that the 
trams are practically off the road, I 
notice signs everywhere telling you 
where you may board one, This, I 
suppose, is to prevent you from crowd. 
ing up the “bus stop. é 

5 Moscow your trouble is guite a 
different one. To begin with, the 
stops there are so far apart, that there 
doesn’t seem to be any. My first ex- 
perience of trams in Moscow was an 
unhappy one. I had been taken by a 
friend to the Palace of Labour to see 
about getting some work. She left me 
waiting there, and told me something 
about circular tram routes A and B, 
one of which would bring me back 
to my hotel. i 

Whea I had got my interviews over, 
I sallied forth cheerfully to get my 
tram. But there was no stop to be 
seen, I watched the trams lumbering 

ast and followed them with my eye, 

ut they seemed to keep going for 
ever, I followed the rote, looking 
out far some mysterious symbol like 


‘the Dublin poles, but there was none. 


The trams just went on. So did I. At 
last I arrived at a small “island ” in 
the middle of the road, which I dis- 
covered was a stop serving the trams 
running on each side, ‘There was a 
crowd waiting. 


A Tram Ride 


I hadn’t the faintest idea which 
direction to take. I hardly knew where 
I was going, but I decided to get on 
the first A or B tram which came. Pre- 
sently one arrived. There was a rush 
from the crowds whére I stood. About 
twenty people seemed to eject them- 
selves violently’ from one door, while 
a struggling mass scrambled around 
the other door. By dint of pushing, 
squeezing and wriggling, they all got 
on, & bell jangled, the tram jolted into 
motion, and I was left behind, This re- 
peated itself at intervals of four 
minutes for about half an hour, while 
I tried to remember I was grown-up, 
and keep back the tears of dismay and 
mortification. 

Finally a tram came along which 

was not crowded, and Í got on, 
Whether I paid for my ticket or not, 
how often I rode around the track, 
and how I reached home is now a 
mystery to me. All I remember is a 
feeling of dazed helplessness. I had not 
yet mastered the technique of tram- 
riding in Moscow. 
‘ There 1s something gallant about the 
trams in Moscow. They go along in 
threes; three small-looking waggons 
coupled together—there are no double- 
deckers—and they carry so brave a 
load. Always crowded to overflowing 
and always willing to take on more. 
If you see an empty tram, never try 
to board at—it isn’t going anywhere, 
or is only out on a trial run, <A 
normal tram is never empty. 


Ficketi; Please! 


There are very fixed rules on Moscow 
trams. You go in: by one door and you 
get out at the far end. This requires 
some mancuvring. There are single 
seats back to back along each side, 
always occupied, and the gangway be- 
tween is packed with people. If you are 
going on a long journey—half an hour 
or  three-quarters—you park your- 
self beside one of the occupied 
seats and let the gangway folk 
shove past. You watch hopefully 
for an upward movement from your 
sitter, and dive sideways into the seat, 
while he or she wriggles out. 

If you want to get out soon you 
begin by getting your ticket. You 
tap the person in frofit on the shoul- 
der, shove your 10 kopeck piece under 
his nose, and murmur, “Pass it on, 
please.”’ He takes it mechanically, 
repeats the performance, and the 
money eventually reaches the conduc- 
tress, who sits placidly in her re- 
served seat at the far end. In a 
few minutes your ticket travels back 
the same way till it reaches you, and 
that much is over. Nobody tries to 
evade paying his fare. I never saw 
an inspector, bit I believe that in 
the early days fiies were imposed till 
the public learned its civic duty. 

Now you begin to think of getting 
out. You tap your neighbour in 
front once again and asx: “ Are you 
etting out at Pushkina’’’ If he is, 
@ reassures you—he will do the push- 
ing. If he is not, he automatically 
squeezes aside to let you pass. And 
$0 you move rp, murmuring your ques- 
tion till you glimpse the door. The 
tram stops, the conductress shouts 
out ‘‘ Pushkin Square,’’ and you and 
the others bundle yourselves out into 
the street. Nobody can come in by 
this door, so at least you get peace 
to fall off, without being pushed back 
in by an invading mob, 


The Front Door 


Such gymnastics, however, are not 
for the lame, the sick or the blind, 
and for these there are special con- 
cessions on. the trams. Disabled 
people, women with children, and ex- 
pectant mothers are privileged to enter 
the tram by the front door, when the 
out-goers have got off. The tram 
waits for them, too! There are seats 
reserved here for- them, and they get 
out first, being nearest the exit. he 
only special trams are those reserved 
for children. You may see these 
passing, with eager childish faces at 
the windows, and only an occasional 


adult aboard, his sole right to be there 


being the company of the child who 
brought him along. 

Though infrequent, disputes occa- 
sionally arise on these crowded trams. 
If your neighbour pushes you too hard 
from behind you naturally protest. One 
word borrows another with alarming 
fluency, and the other passengers join 
in. You hear remarks about “ forget- 
ting Soviet culture” meant as a 
reproof, and scornful rejoinders, till 
the conductress intervenes, and her 
word is law, 

I heard two men quarrelling thus one 
day. They exhausted all the decorously 
abusive words in the Russian language, 
and finally, having reached a climax of 
exasperation with each other, the first 
shouted Medvet! which means Bear! 
while the other spluttered and hurled 
back : Verblyud! Camel! By this time 
they had reached their stop, and the 
tram left them still violent in language, 
but apparently with no intention of 

ing to blows. 

Amid all this hurly-burly there are

PROBLEM

week I acted as a sort of 

compere in the bringing together 

of the opinions on the turf problem of 
various well-known people.

pablic works contractors; construc- 
tion engineers and their foremen 
and workmen, where large-scale 
production for known and definite 
needs must supplement the distributed 
work of individual turf-cutters mceting 


local requirements. 


(2) That a Turf Dictator must needs 
have his deputies charged with deiinite 


production programmes in defined areas 


to meet specific needs, and not wish 
the je» on to someone conveniently 
circumstanced but otherwise engaged. 

(ó) That development must be 
planned for and production undertaken 
at the nearest conveient point, in con- 
tradistinction to unrc'ated encouraze- 
ata to cut, turf where yo drop your 
lat. 

(4) That turf cut must be hu 1 
away from the working faces as early 
as may be, but not taken out of the 
hands of the expert worker until in 
proper condition for final storage and 
use, 

(5) That excess production in any 
district over local use be centralised 
for final conditioning at suitable load- 
ing points, to make use of all trans- 
port, both regular and transient. 

(6) That no further bog-workers of 
last season be laid-off and permitted 
to find work abroad. 

(7) That workers on fuel production 
be as well paid as in any other field 
of industrial production, and propor- 
tionately to the market value of their 
product. 

(8) That whatever plans were per- 
fected last summer for putting 10,000 
men at the bogside, and 50,000 turf 
workers at a later date—according to 
a recent Ministerial statement—be now 
started, as the best days for such work 
are now fast closing behind us.

EXCESSIVE. PRICES FOR

REMOVAL OF GRAIN 
STOPPED 


During the past few days, inspectors 
of the Department of Agriculture, have 
Lime-

of 90 tons of wheat, 270 tons of barley, 
and 100 tons of oats, except as directed 
by the Minister for Agriculture. This 
was done under a. new Emergency 
Powers Order.

Defensively, it should nearly he 
tank-proof, bene situated outside the 
apex of the extraordina eastward 
Ea bend—50 miles '—Íormed 
bv the Volga in this part of its course.

MAN-POWER 


The question of man-power must at 
the present time be causing the Ger- 
man High Command a certain amount 
of anxiety. In effect, they occupy all 
Europe, from the Atlantic to the Don 
and from the Arctic Ocean to the 
Mediterranean. For all practical pur- 
poses, this work of occupation falls on 
the Germans alone; none of their allies 
are in a ition to replace them, ex- 
cept locally. and in a limited way.

Russia has enormous 
population-reserves to draw upon, in 
territories still many hundreds of 
miles from any German threat. They 
would not, naturally, be equal in point 
of training to the men they would re- 
place; but the winter manths will pro- 
vide time and opportunity for, at all 
events, a certain standard of training 
to be imparted.’ Whatever else may 
cause a Russian defeat, it will cer- 
tainly not otcur through shortage of 
soldiers.

For 
the latter fo become involved in active 
hostilities with Japan is, of course, 
what would suit the Axis Powers more 
than anything else. Even as they 
are, it is amazing to read, in authorita- 
tive English journals, articles con- 
gratulating their leaders on having 
establis first-class aerodromes in 
the tropical forests of Malaya! Just 
how much of the R.A.F. personnel and 
material is marking time here it is 
impossible to say. But the fact that 
the C.-in-C., Far East, is a high-rank- 
ing Air Force General Officer, tells its 
own tale plainly enough. Added to 
what is already in the Mediterranean, 
Air-Marshal Brooke-Popham’s units 
would go far towards clinching « de- 
cisive superiority over the Middle Sea 
and its coastlines. 

The most recent news from this par- 
ticular theatre seems to indicate that 
the Axis—and not the Allies—may, 
after all, make the first move. As was 
only to be expected, aerial bombing and 
submarines have not proved sufficient 
to prevent substantial reinforcements 
being ferried across from Italy to 
Africa. This is not to be taken as a 
reflection on either the submarines or 
the aircraft. On the contrary, they 
would seem to have inflicted far heavier 
losses than might have been thought 
probable. Anyhow, we are told that 
‘one full German motorised division, 
with equipment, and an unspecified 
number of Italian warplanes, both 
| bombers and fighters, with complete 
ground crews,”’ have been added to the 
Axis forces in Libya.

INTEREST IN TOBRUK 


_ Certainly Tobruk has been a centre of 
interest.

CAUSES OF FAILURE 


The language question was important, 
but not the most important question be- 
fore the country to-day, said Mr. 
Seamus de Bric, Auditor of Trinity 
College Gaelic Society, in a paper 
entitled ‘‘ Mise Eire,” at the annual 
i Soctety last night. Pro- 
fessor Eamonn O Tuathail, M.A., pre- 
sided. 

Between Padraig Pearse and James 
Connolly, said the Auditor, there was 
a great difference in outlook. Pearse 
was an idealist rather than a practical 
man of affairs, as Connolly was.

They were all agreed 
that all was not well with the 
movement for the revival of Irish 
Part of the fault was in the educational 
system, in the denominational system 
which separated Protestant from Catho- 
lic children in the schools. It was time 
they grew out of the foolishness of that 
kind. In Irish life, again, he disliked 
the present division between Protestants 
and Catholics. People often denied 
that there was that division, but, in 
fact, it existed—perhaps not so much 
as in former times, but still it existed. 

The Irish, he continued, had banished 
the British Government, but they had 
made no attempt to banish or alter the 
British economic, social and financial 
systems left behind. Until they had 
altered these systems and developed 
systems of their own suited to this 
country they could make no progress.

The exhibition of recent, paintings by 
Mr. Paul Henry, RH.A., at Com- 
bridge’s Gallery; Grafton street, Dub- 
lin, exemplifies the signal virtue of his 
art.
